Slugs and Snail Tips

There are a few different ways to

manage slugs and snails in your garden.

« Create a barrier to keep them away from
your plants. Use broken eggshells or a 3-inch-
high copper barrier around plants.

Use safer alternatives.

Clean efficiently using common, less-hazardous,

and inexpensive products.

+ Offer items for slugs to eat, like sliced cucumbers,
to keep them away from your other plants.
Consider planting mustard for them.

Choose a product with little or no scent

and avoid aerosols.

Perfume chemicals may be irritants for children and
people with respiratory ailments or sensitive skin. Aerosol .
overspray may contain propellants or solvents. Pump

sprayers or wipe-on liquids typically use less product.

Set a trap of 1 tsp sugar, 1 cup warm water,
and 1 tsp dry yeast in a shallow bowl. This will
trap and kill slugs.

Avoid air fresheners and fabric softeners.

These products add chemicals to indoor and outdoor
air, which may trigger asthma and skin ailments. The
best way to freshen air is to open windows and circulate
outside air. Did you know that indoor air is almost 100
times more polluted from gases and particles than
outside? (Source: U.S. Environmental Protection Agency)

Mole Repellant

* Handfuls of fresh mint
